Experience having shown us that bulbs 
so treated are incomparably superior to bulbs 
gTown on impoverished and unfertilized land year 
after year, which constitutionally weakens the 
bulbs and they give results accordingly. This is 
the general practice—especially among those who 
endeavor to grow cheaply—to enable them to un- 
dersell. 


The so-called Bermuda Lily disease is primarily 
tke result of reduced vitality caused by insuffic- 
ient plant food in the soil. While there is no crop 
of bulbs on the island entirely free from the dis- 
ease. yet we have less of it in our fields than any 
other grower, as we have always realized the im- 
portance of proper fertilization.
